Two Ministers' Views. 


Several ministers in the city last Sun 


day preached upon the moral issues in- 
volved in the present city campaign. 
Two of them, Revs. W. C. Miller and D. 
P. Howe got a little beyond the moral 
issues and preached in the interest of 
the Municipal third party, the former 
directly, the latter more guardedly. It 
is not the puipose of this article to dis- 
pute the right of either of these gentle- 
men to take their politics into the pul- 
pit, but to raise some questions touchiiig 
the excuses made for it and some of the 
arguments they made. 


Mr. Howe argued the pulpit was a 


proper place to discuss the moral side 
of political questions, and in support of 
this he cited the fact that the prophets 
of the olden time preached politics al 
most exclusively, but he did not explain 
to his congregation that the prophets 
flourished in the era of the law while he 
is flourishing in the new kingdom of 
grace. Under the Mosaical law the 
church and state wore united. The same 
law governed both, if it be proper to 
apply duality in any sense. The king- 
dom of Israel was a theocracy. All the 
preaching done by the prophets in that 
sense was political, not a part aa Mr. 
Howe suggests. In the 
kingdom of 


grace, under which Mr. Howe and the 
Municipal third party and the organ of 
that party flourish, the church and the 
state are divided. Jesus Christ, whose 
representative Mr. Howe is, declared 
that 
separation 
when 
he 
said: 


"Render unto Ctesar the things that are 
Cjesar's and unto God the things that 
are God's." 


The question to be decided by a minis- 


ter, in the Kingdom of grace, and in the 
present campaign, is whether tue fact 
that the Municipal club, having pledged 
itself to suppress "public gambling" and 
protect the sale of intoxicating liquors 
belongs to the church or the state or is 
a straddle between the two? Messrs 
Howe and Miller decided the new party 
belonged to the pulpit. 


There it another feature of this mat- 


ter that it would be well not to overlook. 
The prophets always had a mission. 
They spoke only the words given them 
by Joho^ah, who was the acknowledged 
head of the theocracy. These prophets 
were inspired and directly instructed by 
Got), while it is quite clear from a peru- 
sal of the sermons of Mr. Miller and Mr. 
Howe, both were inspired by the leaders 
of the Municipal club and the matter 
was for present consumption. For ex- 
ample, some months ago Mr. Howe 
preached an able sermon about "The 
little foxes that eat the tender vines." 
In that sermon he was not handicapped 
by instructions, and he showed con- 
clusively that the gambling in the homes, 
undercover of amusement, race track 
gambling, and so on, were more danger- 
ous and pernicious than the open 
gambling hells, but under the inspira- 
tion of the Municipal club, which seems 
to have its foot in it on "public gam- 
bling" Mr. Howe retired the "little foxes'" 
and went gaming for big game with the 
blunderbuss of '-public gambling." There 
can be no mistake about this, for Mr. 
Miller who was prophesjing under the 
same inspiration, the same e'vening on 
the banks of the 
Municipal 
river, 


Euphrates, 
in an attempt to ex- 


plain why the candidate for mayor 
on the Municipal ticket had qualified 
his pledge to suppress gambling by 
using the words "public gambling," 
seriously said, in substance, that it 
was so qualified to assure those who 
indulge in games at their homes which 
come under the restrictions of the law 
covering gambling that they would not 
be interfered with. If Mr. Miller is cor- 
rect in his statement it follows that the 
third party candidate proposes to save 
the scaipa of the little foxes regardless 


of the fact that Mr. Howe contended in 
his former sermon that unless the little 
transgressions were destroyed it was 
almost useless to attack the graver ones 


There is another feature of these ser 


mona that it might be well for the voters 
to consider. In his sermon a week ago 
Mr. Miller stated that, in his opinion, ii 
either candidate for mayor on the olt 
party tickets were to make a pledge to 
suppress gambling, the Municipal ticket 
would be withdrawn. He reiterated the 
same opini'on last Sunday night. Las' 
Sunday night Mr. Howe said, and re 
peated it in many forms, that he woulc 
vote for no man who was too cowardly 
to make a pledge to suppress gambling 
Under the circumstances, Mr. Howe 
may be mistaken in imputing cowardice 
to a candidate who refuses to make 
pledges. In his remarks he meant the 
Republican candidate for mayor, for he 
would not support the candidate for 
mayor on the Democratic ticket, under 
the well known relation he bears to the 
gamblers, if he made a thousand pledges 
to suppress gambling. In this resped 
it is evident that pledges, in his opinion 
are not always conclusive and safe. 


If Mr. Miller is correct in saying thai 


a pledge, by Mr. Conklin, for example 
would cause the withdrawal of the Mu 
nicipal ticket it would follow that Mr 
Conklin would, as a result, get the votes 
of the club. If the club has as many 
votes as they claim for it would it no1 
be worth securing by any candidate 
With such a temptation befoie him is i1 
a mark of cowardice that a man does 
not yield to it IB much as it may be a 
mark of manhood and principle? It is 
well known that the gamblers have a 
candidate of their own and that Mr 
Conklin is not that candidate, and thai 
ho would lose no votes in that direction 
by such a pledge. So Mr. Howe's theory 
of cowardice falls flat. 


Mr. Cocklin is a man. There is not a 


drop of the blood of demagogues or 
trimmers in his veins, and it cannot be 
injected into the circulation of his free 
manhood from a coached pulpit. If Mi 
Conklin is elected mayor he will be the 
property of no man or clique. He wil 
go in free from all entanglements and 
will be prepared and qualified to serve 
the entile city. 


Whon ho consented to the use of his 


name, in a speech he said, if he was 
elected he would enforce the laws, anc 
if the laws were not what they ought to 
be, new ones ought to be made; and thai 
he would give the people of Decatur the 
best administration he possibly could 
These are the words of a man. 
More 


than this is deception. 


Revs. Miller and Howe, under the 


spell of the Municipal club, seem to have 
forgotten the admonitions of the Master 
who eaid: "Let your communications 
be yea, yea, nay, nay, for whatsoever is 
more than these Cometh of evil."

"When I first came to Louisiana," 


Bald H. U. Martin, of Bienville parish, 
that state,'the other day, "deer were al- 
most as plentiful anywhere about the 
woods as the English sparrow is now in 
your city streets. Venison was the 
staple meat upon most of our boards,1 
and hunting1 was the great diversion of 
that day. 
I believe I was just natural- 


ly born hunting for something to shoot 
at, and I've been on a still hunt more on 
less ever since. In my young days I 
was the mighty hunter of the country, 
and always made one of every party 
that went out. 


"Some queer experiences I have had,, 


too, first and last, but the closest call 
that ever came was from a rattlesnake, 
and I should not now be here to tell 
the tale if a deer had not saved my 
life. It happened this way: 
A pretty 


big party of us had gone driving1 
through the Blade Lake woods, just 
west of Mount Lebanon, and I had 
taken a stand not far from the public 
road, near an old long-leaf pine.

The hideous hissing 
seemed to cease instantly and the flery 
eyes stopped their dance of death before 
my face. The big rattler uncoiled, but 
the deer was too quick for him. 
With 


one bound the buck was upon him 
stamping out the life with his feet. I 
did not move out of my tracks till the 
thing was over, and I stood so close that 
I might have reached out my hand and 
touched the big deer while the fight was 
going on. 


"The boys found me after awhile, as 


limp as a rag leaning against the old 
pine, and, of course, they guyed me for 
having the 'buck agae,' but the remains 
of the dead snake with the deer's foot- 
prints all around convinced them. But 
that was my last deer hunt. 
I have 


never had the heart to fchoot at one 
since that buck saved my life."

IHCOMETAXDECISION 


Handed Down by the Supreme 


Court Yesterday. 


IICOMES FROMREHTSOHREAL ESTATE 


And Thoie Derived from Sttte, County 


*nd Municipal Bonds, Exempt—The 


Dccis.on Considered at the 


Executiva Mansion. 


Th* Income TM Declilon. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—The supreme 


court yesterday passed upon the con- 
stitutionality of the income tax law, 
passed by the last congress. 
The 


coifrt holds that the law is valid with 
the following exceptions: 
t. Incomes derived from rents are 


exempt. 


2. Incomes derived from state, county 


and municipal bonds are exempt. 


The opinion was read by Chief Jus- 


tice Fuller. In its conclusions the 
court holds that there is no difference 
between a tax on land itself and a tax 
on runts or income derived from land. 
The court, therefore, is of the opin ion 
that a tax on rents or lauded invest- 
ments in a direct taxation and uncon- 
stitutional. 


It was ruled that the fact that the 


law was pronounced unconstitutional 
in these two particulars did not inval- 
idate the law as a whole. It was an- 
nounced that in the latter conclusion 
the court was equally divided and, 
therefore, no opinion. The lower court 
having ruled in favor of the law by a 
divided court, the law would htand ex- 
cept as to rents and on state, county 
and municipal bonds, and upon these 
two points it was directed that the 
judgment below be reversed. 


How llio Ruling of the Supreme Court was 


Received by the Prenldeiit and 


Ilia Advlner*. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—The presi- 


dent, after hearing- the .supreme court 
desision, at 1:30 o'clock 3'esterday sum- 
moned Secretary Carlisle to the execu- 
tive mansion, and the two discussed 
the matter for some time. Other mem- 
bers of the cabinet dropped in later, 
among them the attorney general. 
The decision was a disappointment, 
but the administration will at once 
issue instructions to collectors of in- 
ternal revenue to conform to the law. 


Secretary Carlisle followed his well- 


defined custom not to discuss the mat- 
ter for publication. 


Attomey-Oeneral Olney said the (gov- 


ernment would not ask for a rehear- 
infr, but would accept the decision as 
rendered. He was not surprised at 
that portion of it excepting- municipal 
and state bonds from taxation, but ex- 
pressed the hope that the question of 
rents mi^ht be brought before the 
court in some other shape, when he en- 
tertained the strong belief that the 
present attitude of the court would be 
revised. 
— In the treasury department Assist- 
ant Secretary Curtis declared that the 
condition of the treasury was gov- 
erned by revenues amply sufficient to 
meet current expenses. 


Commissioner Miller and official^ of 


the income tax division held a confer 
encc last nig-ht of several hours' dura- 
tion at the treasury department, dis- 
cussing the bearinjr of the opinion on 
the present income tax machinery in 
operation and changing it when neces- 
sary to meet the changed condition. 
These! instructions will be ready for 
publication to-day or to-morrow. 


l?r<Ma Comments OD the Income Tax Deci- 


sion. 


KEW YOKK, April 9.—The Recorder 


to-day, iu its editorial comment on the 
decision of the supreme court of the 
United States on the income case, says: 
"Keduced to final analysis, the burden 
of the income tax falls on labor—that 
is, on the element of the community 
least able to bear it. The republican 
party, when it obtains complete con- 
trol of the government, will sweep 
the outrageous act from the statute 
books." 


MILWAUKEE, April 8.—-The Sentinel 


(rep.) will say: "A more unsatisfactory 
decision can hardly be imagined. Bad 
as the law was in its entirety, it is in- 
finitely worse in the form given to it 
in the supreme court. The question 
is left in an unsettled condition, with 
new and serious complications at- 
tached to it. Not only is the law more 
oppressive than ever, but the revenue 
to be derived by the government is 
Ifreatly reduced. It cannot be justi- 
fied on any ground whatever." 


THE CUBAN INSURRECTION. 


Nnmeroai Report* of Iniargent Outbreaks 


but No Great Battle Founht. 


HAVANA, April 9.—Reports of insur- 


gent outbreaks have been numerous in 
the last three days. As far as can be 
learned, however, no battle has been 
fought. The province of Santiago de 
Cuba is still the most restless part of 
the island. 


Gen. La Chambre, who commands the 


Spanish troops in active pursuit of the 
insurgents in this province, has been 
at Palerma Soriane, to the northwest 
and across the mountains from Santi- 
ago city, for several days. He oper- 
ates from this base in the nearby dis- 
tricts which are overrun frequently 
by insurgent bands. 


A report received from him yester- 


day morning says that a party of 190 
insurgents attacked the San Leandro 
postman and his guards Sunday morn- 
ing, overpowered them before revol- 
vers could be drawn and seized the 
mails. Before liberating the captives 
the insurgents cut the telegraph wires. 
A government force is pursuing the 
band. 


Gen. La Chambre reports also that 


insurgents under the leadership of 
Rabi and Lara have been cutting the 
Ventash-Casnova wires. Small parties 
of troops have pushed them, but have 
caught only one man. He was one of 
Rabi's lieutenants and was'shot. The 
wires were repaired at once.

Everything is quiet around 


Havana, although rumors of coming 
trouble are plentiful enough. Sunday 
the police found eight white men and 
three negroes marching with an insur- 
gent flag about eight miles from the 
city.

A TERRIBLE EXPLOSION. 


Twenty-Five or Thirty Mtnora Supposed to 


Ilftve Been Lout. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 8.—A special 


dispatch from New Whatcom, Wash., 
says: News of a terrible explosion in 
the Blue Canyon coal mine reached 
here last night. There were twenty- 
five or thirty men in the mine at the 
time of the explosion. Three dead 
bodies had been taken out up to the 
time word was sent, and it was supposed 
that the rest of the miners had met 
death.

The mine was inspected a few weeks 


ago and pronounced safe. 


There is no telegraph communica- 


tion from this city to the mine and the 
telephone wires are down, donbtless 
owing to the explosion. 


THE JONES-CLARK ENCOUNTER 


The Governor Pars One Flue and Itai 


Another Charge to Answer. 


LITTI.K ROCK, Ark., April 9.—As the 


outcome of his encounter Sunday with 
Representative Jones, Gov. Clarke yes- 
terday went before a magistrate, plead 
guilty to carrying concealed weapons 
and paid the conventional fine of 850.

SINGULAR SUICIDE 


For Which No Motive Can be As- 


signed. 


II THE MIDST OF A DAT OF PLEASURE, 


And the Society of Hi* Family and In- 


vited Friends, William Video Rctitea, 


Laughing, to His Room, and 


Blows His Brains Out. 


ST. LotJis, April 9.—The Impelling 


motive that drove William Vitko to 
suicide is a mystery that puzzles his 
relatives and friends. So far as they 
know there was no reason why he 
should blow out his brains. They say 
that his home life was happy and his 
business prosperous. 


He made elaborate preparations for 


death and executed them so tragically 
that some people say he must have 
been crazy. First he invited a number 
of his most intimate friends to his 
home, joined them in a social game of 
cards, and while they were enjoying1 
themselves he slipped away into an- 
other part of the house, chatted for a 
few minutes with his wife and sister, 
and then fired the shots that made 
him a corpse. 


Vitko was a silver plater and lived 


at 8G52 Iowa avenue. He had a house 
full of friends Sunday afternoon and 
was in exceptionally good humor. 


About 8 o'clock he left the card table 


upstairs, where his guests were amus- 
ing themselves, and went down into 
the kitchen, where the women of the 
household were. His wife was there, 
as was also his sister, Mary. 


He joked and chatted with them for 


awhile, telling his wife what a pretty 
bonnet he intended getting her for 
Easter. Then he blacked his shoes 
and passed out into the hall and 
into his bedroom, flaunting his hand- 
kerchief in his sister's face as he passed 
her. 


He had hardly been gone thirty sec 


onds when the women heard a pistol 
shot. Mary Vitko ran into the bed- 
room. As she reached the door an 
other shot was fired. She saw her 
brother reel and fall. 
The pistol 


dropped from his hand. Blood was 
pouring- from a wound in the man's. 
head. 


Mary's screaming aroused the whole 


house. 
Water was thrown in the 


wounded man's face. He did not re- 
vive. Dr. Borgfeldt was summoned, 
but |he unconscious man never spoke 
again. He died a few minutes after 
midnight. 


The police were then notified of the 


occurrence and Officer Rudolph went 
to the house. He concluded that as 
there had been two shots fired it must 
have been a suicide and so reported. 


The family claim it was an accident. 


They think Vitko was shooting the 
pistol just to frighten the women in 
the house. Mar.y Vitko thinks it was 
the second shot which struck her 
brother in the head. The first one 
wuut into the floor. As no one saw 
the actual shooting it will never be 
known how it happened. 


Vitko was 31 years of age and leaves 


a widow and two children. He was in 
business for himself at 109 North 
Twelfth street 
His brothers say his 


financial affairs were in good condi- 
tion.

a miserable and precarious livelihood. 
Thii law classifies stage folk with do- 
mestic servants, with the "Gasindc," 
and even vouchsafes to their boss, the 
owner of the theater or chief of the 
troop, tho right of "manual correc- 
tion," i. e. of slapping the members in 
the face and administering other mild 
forms of personal chastisement. WclU 
about last Now Year the president of 
the police in Berlin, Baron von Richt- 
hofcn, finding that a provincial court 
in a suit against a theatrical manager 
had resuscitated this old law and ap- 
plied to it the case in hand, issued a 
ukase calling public attention to the 
fact that actors and actresses, from the 
prima 'donna to the weazened old in- 
triguante, were "G-esinde" and, as such, 
amenable to the rules and regulations 
in sucn case made and provided. 


The press ridiculed the order; the 


"profesh" first laughed at it, then 
waxed wrathy and held indignation 
meetings; the public wondered, smiled 
and said nothing. The order was not 
rescinded. It remains nominally in 
force to-day, although in "innocuous 
desuetude," I suspect. 


Eecently the whole theatrical profes- 


sion in Berlin gave a bsll at the Kaiser- 
hof, the most aristocratic hotel in town, 
which they styled "Gcsindc ball,'' and 
at which everybody present appeared 
in the costume of a member of the 
servant class. It had been arranged by 
half a dozen of the daintiest and most 
popular actresses, including Keisen- 
hofer, Jenny Gross*and Else Lehmann, 
and it was a stunning success. Satir- 
ically, humorously and by the law of 
contrast the hundreds of jolly Thespi- 
an disciples demonstrated that it is 
folly to class them in the year 1S95 with 
the kitchen maid or the valet. The 
critics of Berlin were present, of course, 
and a score of the most popular writers, 
such as Stinde and Blumenthal and 
Ludcrmann, and a few airy literary 
trifles, written for the occasion, were 
performed. But the chief joke of the 
evening was, of course, the costuming1. 
The very flower of the profession, both 
male and female, disported themselves 
clad as nurses and cooks, chambermaids 
and body servants, coachmen and foot- 
men and ushers, porters and butlers, 
and imagination had lent them wings 
for devising new classes of domestic 


worn liy the participants were genuine, 
as most of those present were members 
of the Alpine club and had used those 
Game "duds" before in climbing steep 
paths high np in the Bavarian or Tyr- 
olese mountains during1 recent sum- 
mers, and enough of the natives had 
been imported .from their far-away 
homes to complete the illusion. There 
were a band of yodlers, a number of 
zither players, a half dozen of expert 
dancers of the "Sehnhplattl," and a 
whole score of villagers from 
the 


Vintschgau in the Tyrol to perform 
the famous "Bandel" dance around 
the May pole. The wine rooms and 
beer cellars were fitted up to match, 


J and once past the grim barrier at the 
entrance gate, where Austrian revenue 
officers sat and collected tribute, the 
visitor was not in Berlin, but in some 
Alpine village, high up and away from 
the busy world. 


To talk of the subscription ball at the 


Royal opera house at this late day seema 
superfluous, for this most resplendent 
and aristocratic of all private balls 
given occurs regularly once every year 
during the carnival time. Suffice it to 
say that it was more brilliant and glori- 
ous of diamonds, colors and handsome 
women and stately men than ever, and 
the emperor strolling up and down 
among the immense crowd for upward 
of an hour, with his train of glittering 
aides and flashing cuirassiers, added 
not immaterially to the picture. For it 
was a picture—not a ball. Although 
the space given up was that of the 
whole opera house, holding many thou- 
sands, and although the price of admis- 
sion is purposely fixed rather high, the 
pressure was so enormous as to make 
dancing quite impossible. 


From this ball to those which, jusl 


now, 
engage the special attention o; 


the police, is quite a step, but it has to 
be made in order to complete the sur- 
vey. 
There are, it is true, a large num 


her of decent and respectable public 
ballrooms in Berlin, like the Artushof 
where the girls or wives of the smal 
middle classes, the mechanics and the 
shopkeepers, now and then have a hop 
with their husbands, sweethearts ant 
relatives, where clubs or societies mee 
and have a good time in a slow, old 
fashioned way. 
There are cheaper 


places, still 
well-behaved 
enough, 


where the large array of servant girls 
and cooks, of coachmen and gardeners, 
meet and dance, where young soldiers 
and old soldiers show themselves in all 
their martial splendor with their best 
girls. But these places have not been 
interfered with by the police. The 
category which, of late, has been put 
under police surveillance and of which 
some at least have been suppressed and 
others restricted, is the one where vice
